Both have been in the cabinet and woth are cognizant 

of the petroleu: indwetry probless. Roem appeared to be more sympathetic 

of the two so far es the petroleum industry was concerned. 


The Comunista aeem to have become much more agreseive in recent monthe, 
Formerly their activities were confined te SOBSI and the petroleun union, 
FERBUM. How they are entering politics and taking a definite part in the 
policies of the government. Guerilla activity seeme te be on the increase 
and the guerilla elements are much bolder than formerly. Hovever, their 
principal efforts now seen to be directed toward stealing rather then 
political preagure. They have more of the characteristies of roving bands 
of bandits than revolutionaries. 


Batesfacks Petroleum Naatechappi) (BPM) and PERBUM are in the process of 
labor negotiations, an alacat constant situation. BPM recently raised 
wages for certain classes of workers without previously advising PERBUM. 
This move upset the PERBUM strategy and the local line and placed PERBUM 
in an extremely eubarrassing situation. They have not quite recovered and 
the present negotiations seem to be aimed at their saving face. 


Tae few remaining Dutch experts ave leaving Indonesia. Zhe one thing that et 
indonesia needa more than anything else is for these peopie to remain in 
omer that Indonesians may be trained to take over the functions of govern- | ‘x, \ 
ment and industry. The natives are in no position to govern and develop Lec & 
industry without Dutch advice. In telking with individual Indonesians one ww 
forms the opinion that the opposition to the Dutch is not « personal thing ~~ 
but a government policy. Most of the rational natives vill willingly admit ~ 
that they need help and exprese regret at the departure of the Dutch.
